the Secretariat of Public Education, 1921; director (and over a period 
of years professor) of the National Preparatory School, 1922-1923, 1932- 
1933; formerly director of the Summer School of the University of México- 
Governor of the State of Puebla, 1923; member of the Municipal Council ' 
of México City, 1924; federal deputy, legislatures of 1926 and 1928; 
director of the Central School of Plástic Arts of the University of 
México, 1930-1932;; member. and one of the secretarles (to 1921), of the 
Mexican Regional Conf ederation of Workers (popularAy known as CROM). 

Upon his expulsión from the University, Dr. Lombardo Toledano was in- 
strumental Infoundlng an institution of his own, the “Gabino Barreda" 
University of México City, whlch opened Its doors in February 1934 with 
an enrollment of 500 students and which la now known aa the Workers' 
University (Universidad Obrera). Dr. Lombardo, a Marxlst in philosophy, 
has been assoclated with the movement in México whlch aims to make the 
schools vehlcles bf socialistlc propaganda. Co-founder of the General 
Conf ederation of Workers and Peasants of México City (very largely 
Incorporatlng the left wlng of the CROM), 1933. In June, 1935, the 
General Conf ederation of Mexican Workers and Peasants, together with 
other labor organlzations, formed the National Committee of Proletarlan 
Defense for the purpose of strengthenlng the revolutionary program of 
President Cárdenas, and to unlfy the Mexican worklng classes on a broad 
^d permanent foundatlon. Thls purpose was reallzed at the National 
Congress of Labor Uniflcatlon, held in México City in February 1936, out 
of which grew the Conf ederation of Mexican Workers (Confederación de 
Trabajadores Mexicanos, or C.T.M.), the most important trade-union body 
which has thus far exlsted in México. Sr. Lombardo is general secretary 
of thls Conf ederation at the present time (1939). He is head of a 
popular editorial concern whlch aims to diffuse new paths of learnlng 
and culture among the mas se s, and whlch is now publlshlng the báb-monthly 
review Futuro . In connection with his efforts to strengthen the Mexican 
labor movement, Sr. Lombardo has in recent years attended most of the 
left-wing labor conferences in Europe, and has al so traveled wldely in 
the United States and Latín America.
